The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over McGrath in 
view of Caldwell. Claims 1-9 are rejected for the reasons set forth in the previous action. In 
response to applicants' request for the examiner to supply a reference supporting the official 
notice taken by the examiner, Caldwell has been cited to teach that the use of cork as a substitute 
for foam and urethane as a damping/vibration absorbing material, and to teach that foam is a 
known elastomer damping material. (Note Col. 1, lines 7-19 specifically and the balance of 
Caldwell's disclosure generally). Moreover, note that a single reference teaches these well 
known facts and that they are taught in an analogous art. 

Regarding the applicant's comments on McGrath and foam, note, as taught by Caldwell, 
that foam also comes in elastomeric forms such as Caldwell's disclosure of foamed urethane. 
Also, it is pointed out that as applicant himself states, non-elastomer foam may be used in 
McGrath thus negating applicant's argument that McGrath teaches away from materials such as 
cork which do not stretch to twice their original length and then retract. 

Finally, regarding the density of cork and its use as a material in McGrath's blade, 
applicant has supplied no indiciation as to what types of cork, elastomer, foam, and rubber are 
measured for COR in the supplied sheet. As applicant is surely aware, the COR of each of these 
materials may be varied as desired depending on the application desired. Furthermore, the fact 
that McGrath teaches various materials indicates that the use of varied COR's is part of his 
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invention and using one commonly known material of the class of materials disclosed by 
McGrath to obtain a particular weight or COR in the stick would clearly have been obvious to 
the ordinarily skilled artisan absent a showing of unexpected results. It is also noted that 
applicant has not even claimed a particular density or COR in the blade. 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/19/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive.
